E NEED to take about a week 
to answer the ‘whys.’ Chil- 
dren are not the only folks who 
use, that word, or who ask hard 
questions.

slobhber. During pregnancy we- 
méi are troubled with this an- 
novaiice. The fact that tobacco 
excites the salivary glends makes 
the chewing of it ona of the 
lost persistent habits. An at- 
tempt to stop chewing tebacco 
leaves the entire mouth area 
ciying for the stimulant to re- 
Jieve the dryness. 

To get at the root of the trou- 
hile we must remember that such 
an amount of liquid in the 
mouth must be cared for by 
sorné involuntary mechanism. 
Whén this mechanism doesn’t 
work, there must be some other 
way of ridding the mouth of 
the secretion. In other words, if 
you don’t swallow you have to 
slobber. 

The majority of my own cases 
that complain of night slobber- 
ing are found to be mouth 
breathers. Had you thought of 
that? The habit of breathing 
through the mouth dries the 
meinbranes of the throat, and, 
as & Consequence, the process of 
involuntary swallowing is re- 
stricted. Having no other way of 
escape, the saliva pours out the 
mouth. 

Sometimes, the position of the 
head during sleep brings the 
same result. Some use a pillow 
so high that the neck is strained.

| Bade presence of adenoids not 
only occasions mouth breath- 
ing, but obstructs the normal 
flow of head secretions, and 
agaln the throat ts inclined to 
be delinquent in involuntary 
swallowing. The hab!tual drool- 
ing af iabeeiies and insane per- 
6ons 18 cnly an indication of the 
faulty cesso1se of the nerve 
centere tovolved in swallowing. 
It is quite possible that the man 
who complains of slobbering at 
ni@ht is an habitual spitter in 
ine daytime. 

The cure must be rather theo- 
retical. You will see that the 
breathing mechanism must be 
kept free in order to insure the 
health and activity of the 
throat. There are drugs like 
atropine and belladonna that 
will dry up the secretion, but we 
usually give them only in cases 
of acute disease. Spraying the 
throat with bland oil or holding 
a soothing lozenge far back in 
the mouth at bedtime will maxe 
the throat muscles pliable. 

If the stomach is irritable, 
either eat very lightly or skip 
the evening meal for a while. 
Britk yourself of breathing 
through the mouth. There are 
several good:.reasons. why you 
snduld. A pungent..vagor near 
the bed will help keep, the nose 
clear.- Even grandmother's hop 
Pillow isn’t to be despised.

Hearty Soups Fill the Void 


Made By Cold Winter Winds 


By JUDITH WILSON 


OUPS should appear often 
in your simplified after-the- 
holidays menus. Most soups cost 
only a few cents to prepare, and 
often you can save both tinie 
and money by using the canned 
varieties, either as the basis of 
delightfully original soups of 
your own creation or as they 
come from the can. 

There is a soup to fit any type 
of meal you wish to serve. For 
an economical supper yet one 
that is genuinely appreciated 
when the wind howls outside 
and flings little particles of ice 
against the window panes, serve 
a hearty soup. The soup. sup- 
plemented with hot biscuits. 
muffins or cornbread. a sizeable 
salad and simple dessert, makes 
a. satisfying meal. 

Belonging to the hearty soup 
family are the fish or vegetable 
chowders, bean soups, ox tail, 
mulligatawny (a thick, curry> 
flavored chicken and vegetable 
soup), and pepper-pot, or a 
thick combination of vegetables, 
broth and@ well-cocked and sé¢a- 
soned meats. 

The cream soups while less 
, satisfying, are also rich and 
nourishing and should be served 
as the beginning of. a simple 
dinner with A casserole entree 
or a vegetable plate. In small 
servings it may atsd appear on 
more elaborate luncheon or din- 
ner menus. 


Thin consommes, bouillons and 
broths are correct with rather 
elaborate meals. Made of meat. 
sto¢k they stimulate rather than 
dull the appetite. Keep a supply 
of the canned broths and also 
utilize the bones and trimmings 
of meats and chicken for stoek 
when you have a chance. By: 
combining well-flavored meat or 
chicken stock with tomato juice 
you ‘have a_ delicious tomato 
boullon. By adding vegetables 
cut. into lonz, thin strips and 
simmering in the broth until 
tender you get consomme Ju- 
Henne. Here are recipes for 
some good soups for your fan.ly. 
suppers. 

Black Bean Soup 

Soak one cup black beans 
overnight. Drain. add fresh wa- 
ter to cover and cook until ten- 
der, adding more water from 
time to time as necessary. Press 
all of the pulp through a si-ve 
There should be two cups thick 
puree. Add two cups canned 
consomme of meat stock and 
simmer slowly for ten minutes 
Se-son to taste with salt and 
pe per and serve with two or 
three very thin slices of lemon 
or hard-cooked egg in each howl 
of Soup. Sometimes a }iitle 
sherry is used fer flavoring. 

Cream of Corn Soup 

Drain. a ean of corn and chop 
the kernels very fine. To the 
liquid add one pint 7 milk.
